Orders under the provisions of the State Certificate Act 
were passed during the year in 2,240 cases with a total value of 
Rs. 1,23,584, making the demand absolute. With 5,265 cases pending 
in execution from the previous year, the total number of cases dealt 
with was 7,505 covering a demand of Rs. 4,98,214. Out of the total 
demand, Rs. 17,75* was remitted or written off, and of the remainder, 
Rs. 1,34,329 was actually realised, leaving a balance of Rs. 3,46,134. Of 
the amount realised, Rs. 1,18,026 represents land revenue and Rs. 16,303 
miscellaneous demand.s. 4 debtors were arrested in the year, of whom 

3 were released on promise of payment by instalments and one 
unconditionally, as there was no chance of recovery of dues. 

. 21. The number of defaulting brought under the opera- 

tion of the Sun-set law (including 16 pending from 
^'suttset uw'.*'* previous year) was loi. Of these, 67 were 

released on payment of dues with penalty, while 

4 were sold in auction and 30 remained undisposed of at the close of 
the year. 

22. The results of the survey including re-survey operations 
are given in the statement below. It will be seen that 
an area of 3,712 drones comprising 1 ,006 of 

taluk and 2,706 drones of Khas Mekal was surveyed, as against 
a total of 3,509 drones in the previous year. The sanctioned programme 
for survey for the year was 3,584 drones in Khas Mehal and 2,662 
drones in taluks. The failure to complete the programme was mainly 
due to the negligence of Talukdars to pay in costs promptly, and to the 
difficulty in recruitment of qualified Ameens and other staff for work iu 
unhealthy stations in the interior. The total expenditure incurred in 
the survey operations in Khas Mekals was Rs. 4,873.

The trial which came off before Dewan B. K. Sen, Judge, Sessions 
Division and 4 assessors involved the examination of nearly one hundred 
witnesses and the marking of nearly five thousand documents. After 
a protracted trial the Judge in agreement with the assessors convicted 
the Treasurer and one of the vendors and sentenced them each to three 
years rigorous imprisonment on the charge of Conspiracy with additional 
concurrent sentences against the vendor on some other charges, while 
one of the vendors was acquitted. The pleader accused died in 
the course of the trial.

98. The income of the Municipality from Municipal and Latrine 
Taxes was Rs. 3,399 against Rs. 3,943. The demand 
inclusive of arrears, was Rs. 7,293. It has been 

found that a large portion of the demand is irrecoverable. The new 
Committee made an attempt to correct the Tauji by writing off 
irrecoverable dues. This work should be continued. The income under 
the Miscellaneous Head including deposits and advances recovered was 
Rs. 2,053 against Rs. 2,165 in the previous year. The State grant for 
the year was Rs. 9,000. The total of the above receipts, excluding 
the income of the Bazar, amounted to Rs. 14,452. 

99. The total expenditure of the Municipality including 
advances and refund of deposits and excluding the 
amount spent on the Bazar improvement, amounted 

to Rs. 14,117 against Rs. 14,693 in the previous year. 

100. The state of general health within the Municipality was 
on the whole worse than in the previous year, (hough 
Kala-azar cases were decidedly fewer. There were a 

number of sporadic cases of Cholera and Small-pox, with some fatal 
ones during the latter part of the year. 

lor. The want of good drinking water and proper drainage is 
being keenly felt. The matter is receiving attention. 

102. The control of the Town Bazar remained with the Muni- 
cipal Committee, which took steps to improve the 
food supply. The work of the Bazar Building was 

carried on but not finished. The total receipts from the Bazar came up 
to Rs. 1 1,026 as against Rs. 4,866 in the previous year. The increase 
is explained by the fact that arrears to the extent of Rs. 4,948 which 
was in deposit pending adjustment, was credited to the Municipality 
during the year. The total demand including an arrear demand of 
Rs. 5,624-10 was Rs. 11,766-8-6. After necessary expenditure, the 
Bazar improvement fund stood at Rs. 15,672-5 at the end of the year. 

103. For the last 4 years the income from the Town Bazar has 
been shewn as a part of the Municipal income and treated as the 
Municipal fund. But the Bazar income is “earmarked” for Bazar 
improvement, and is not to be treated as a part of the Municipal Fund, 
nor drawn upon for any other purpose. The income from the Bazar 
has therefore been shewn separately in the body of this report.

CHAPTER IV—PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION. 

I. WMthor and Crops—Agrlottlture. 

104. The average rainfall of the year was 108 28 inches against

105. The principal crops were paddy, cotton, til, mustard, jute 
and sugarcane. The weather conditions were favour- 
able to some of these crops and the oat-tum was 
normal in most cases considering the aggregate yield. The oubtum 
of cotton and A man paddy was unsatisfactory in certain areas. 

X06. The Tea Industry made some progress thiring the year 
under review and the tea produced in the State 
fetched good prices. As many as 27 gardens showed 
marked improvement. 

107. The health of the cattle was generally bad. There 
were out-breaks of foot and mouth disease in the 
Sadar and Khowai Divisions in particnlar, and the 

Veterinary Assistant was deputed to the affected localities to render 
necessary help. On the whole 3,000 heads of cattle were treated ,for 
various diseases during the year. 

108. The people are mostly agricultural. The main crops, 
paddy, mustard, jute, potato, ttl, cotton and st^ar- 
cane grew fairly well. Cleansed cotton sold at Rs. 15 

to Rs. 60 per maund and all agricultural crops fetched good prices. 
The condition of the agricultural population was thus more or less 
satisfactory in spite of high prices of imported articles. The middle 
classes however suffered seriously owing to the prevailing high prices 
of staple food crops and of imported necessaries of Hfe. _ 

109. The prices of food grains were similar to those in the 
neighbouring British districts. Rice sold from Rs. 5-8 
to Rs. 9 and paddy from Rs. 3.13 to Rs. 4 per maund. 

The maximum price of rice in the previous year also was Rs. 9. 

1 10. There was no appreciable change in the rates of wages. 
Male labourers earned from 10 annas to Re. i-8 and 
female labourers from 4 annas to Re. i a day. 

CharatHts earned from 8 annas to Re. 1.4, and Carpenters and Masons 
from 13 annas to Re.

1. Administration Charges ; — 

State — The main reasons for the increases were 

(a) Payment of legal expenses to the extent of Rs. i6,ooo in 
connection with the Stamp Forgery Case. 

(d) Usual increments allowed under the time scale of pay. 

(e) Increased expenditure under travelling expenses and other 
miscellaneous heads. 

((/) Cost of Stamp papers. 

(e) Payment of arrear contribution for leave and pension of 
Rai }. C. Sen Bahadur in excess of the amount previously drawn. 

Zemindaries — The increase was mainly due to the usual time 
scale increments of salaries, increased collection fees paid to the 
Gomascas and the institution of a larger number of rent suits. 

ii. Revenue and Taxes : — 

Zemindaries— The increase was mainly due to revision of the 
Municipal Tax at Comilla. 

iii. Public Works : — 

State — The outlay under this head shows a decrease of 
Rs. 56,382 which is not real. Eliminating the heavy adjustment of 
old advances, the actual expenditure would be Rs. 2,35,615 against 
Rs. 2,38,002 resulting in a reduction of Rs. 2,387 only. 

Zemindaries — The decrease was due to the programme of 
work undertaken being smaller. 

iv. Educ.ation ; — 

In the State, the increase was due to the educational expenses 
of two Kumars sent to the Rajkumar College at Raipur ; while in the 
Zemindaries the contribution granted to some rastitutions accounted 
for the increase. 

V. Medical : — 

State — The increase' is attributable to the adjustment of old 
advances to the extent of Rs. 2,78k), payment of full salaries of the 
State Homoeopath who had been on sick leave during the preceding 
year, and larger expenditure on travelling allowances. 

vi. Survey and Settlements 

State — The cost of preparation of a State map by the Surveyor 
General of India and the extension of Survey operations mainly 
accounted for the increased expenditure. 

vii. Religious Expenses 

State — The decrease is only apparent, being mainly due to 
the adjustment of old advances in the accounts of the preceding year. 

viii. SULTANAT ; — 

The post of the Palace Superintendent remained vacant during 

the year, and this accounts for the reduction under this head. 

ix. Purchase of Landed Tenures ; — 

State — The increase was due to the purchase of Mr. Courjon's 
property at Comilla at a cost of Rs. 85,340. 

X. Pension and Gratuity 

The increase was due to the retirement of some officers on 
pension, and also to payment of gratuities to the families of several 
deceased employees. 
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Xi. ORDINARt SaKSAR CHARGES : — 

State — On ihe whole, the expenditure under this head showil 
an increase of Rs. 3,367 which was partly due to extra expenditure 
incurred for Palace guests — the number of visits to the family during 
the year having been much larger-^-and partly to the cost of electrical 
goods purchased on the occasion of marriage ceremonies. The total 
normal expenditure was however within the budget estimates of the 
year. The variations under sub-heads (a) and (/) are mainly due to 
readjustment of certain items of expenditure in the budget. 

xii. Nij Tamabil : — 

In reality there Was no decrease under this head ; if the 
adjustment of old advances be eliminated, the real expenditure would 
amount to Rs. 1,02,683 against Rs. 98,236 showing an increase of
